THE EXTRAORDINARY pre- 
eminence of Zionism in South 
African Jewry Is one of Its most dis- 
tinctive characteristics. Yet the 
prevalent conception of Zionism 
within the Jewish community at 
large has always been more 
vicarious than self-applied, more 
philanthropic than self-demanding. 
It has been the Zionist youth 
movements, amongst which 
Habonim has consistently been the 
largest and most influential, which 
have always served as the heart and 
conscience of South African 
Zionism. To be sure, flourishing 
senior youth societies, catering for 
youth above sixteen years of- age, 
existed by 1930 when Habonim was 
founded. However, Habonim was 
the first youth movement which 
focused upon the adolescent age 
group i Initially 12 to 18 years) and 
engaged each generation of its own 
graduates In the education of the 
next generation of JewlBh youth — 
a system characteristic of the youth 
movements as we understand them 
today.

stock Jews of South Africa, the new 
Habonim movement made 
phenomenal strides. Starting in 
March 1931 at Doornfontein, 
Johannesburg, with a gedud of 
twelve boys whose madrich was 
Norman Lourle himself, by the end 
of 1933 there were 88 gedudim com- 


bcen exposed to the new YisAui* In 
Eretz Israel during their war ser- 
vice 'up North 1 and now returned 
with a far more serious conception 
of the tasks of Habonim as a Zionist 
youth movement than had prevail- 
ed before the War. 


prising about 1100 members. 
In 1938 Habonim agreed to affiliate 
to the united Zionist Youth Council, 
a department of the Zionist Federa- 
tion. Habonim's autonomy was 
retaining its right to create senior 
gedudim. Bui the agreement was 
far from successful. 

The internal dynamics of 
developments both in Habonim 
and in the Youth Council’s com- 
ponents militated towards the 
proliferation of separate Zionist 
youth movements in South Africa. 
Habonim, for Us part, found It In- 
creasingly necessary to retain its 
seniors within its own framework, 
not only as madrichim for the 
bonim, to which was Added, in 1037, 
the sMWm age group from eight to 
twelve years of age, but also as a 
new shomrim age group of sixteen 
year olds and upwards which 
gradually emerged In the 1940s. 


AS A GRADUATE of the South 
African movement, serving as 
Mazkir of World Habonim, I 
became actively involved in tho 
preparations for tho Jubilee 
celebrations. From this uniquo 
position I became nwaro yet again 
of tho dynamism of this youth 
movement, of the continuity of an 
action-oriented Ideology and of 
the amazing " ohavorshaft " which 
bridges gaps and distances of 
generations and kilometres.

WHEN NORMAN Lourle initiated 
the founding of Habonim In 1980, It 
was essentially as a Jewish 
equivalent of Baden-Powell's Boy 
Soouts. Lourle himself had adopted 
the Idea In London where he had 
joined Wellesley Aron in the foun- 
ding of Habonim on the same model 
one year earlier. Its purpose was to 
foster a healthy, dual Boutta African 
and Jewish Identity. However, from 
the outset, the focus of the Jewish 
part of that Identity was less Jewish 
religious observanoe (although 
theBe were never overlooked) than 
identification with the Jewish 
national renaissance epitomised by 
Zionism. As Norman Lourle ex- 
plained in a talk to women Zionists 


ONE RESULT of the rising cftah*f* 
Impetus in Habonim, and in turn 
further fostering It, was the Invita- 
tion of shlirhlm (oducatlonal 
emissaries) from kibbutzim tn 
Israel. SAHcfcim have continued to 
be invited until this very day, 
generally for terms of two years at 
a time. Over the years, they have 
made an Immeasurable contribu- 
tion to the guidance of Habonim in 
South Africa, particularly in regard 
to the orientation towards the kib- 
butz. 


ANOTHER FACTOR of far- 
roaohing importance was deter- 
minative of the increasing orienta- 
tion of the movement towards per- 
sonal allya and ahatutslut: the In- 
itiation of an annual, year-long, 
Post- Matriculation Course in 
Jerusalem, Machon leMadrichei 
Chit be I'Aretz. From the outset, 
Habonim contributed the 
overwhelming majority of the 
South African contingents of 
students on this very important 
course.

In November 1981: hs was aiming 
“principally to stimulate Jewish 
boys and girls to a deeper un- 
derstandlng and appreciation of the 
heritage of the Jewish past, leading 
to a vision of the new Palestine as 
the spiritual pivot of our hopes.

DURING THE World War II 
years and after, new gene- 
rations of shomrim, who were 
at the same time mndrieftim of the 
younger age groups, began to de- 
mand that Habonim turn away 
from the Boy Scouts model, which

'good citizenship’ within the South 
African societal and Jewish com- 
munal status quo. Instead, they ad- 
vocated a more self-demanding and 
‘revolutionary 1 edueat tonal 
programme along the lines of Euro- 
pean and Eretz Israellan chalutz 
youth movements; one which 
demanded that young Zionists 
wholly transform their lives by 
settling on kibbutzim In Eretz 
Israel. One laqtor which Influenced 
this development was the example 
of the other senior youth 
movements in South Africa, 
notably Hashomer Hatzalr. 
Although rejecting the party- 
political orientations of these 
movements and Insisting upon 
Habonim's autonomy, the new 
generation of Habonim 
enthusiastically adopted the Ideals 
of allya and chalutziut. Over and 


IN 1943 a hachskara farm to 
prepare chfilulsim for settlement in 
Israel had been established at 
Balfourln near Johannesburg. Open 
to all Zionist youth. Its first trainees 
were members of Hashomer Hat- 
aair, but they were soon joined by 
members of Habonim. Tho number 
of Habonim members who signed 
the ‘ Chalutz Register, 1 thereby con- 
noting their personal commitment 
to allya, was constantly growing, 
and in 1947 the first independent 
Habonim AocAsAora was establish- 
ed at Northcllff near Johannesburg.

In 
the years immediately prior to, and 
after, the creation of the State of 
Israel, controversy raged 
throughout Habonlm over the ac- 
cusation Ihnt the chaluts elemonts 
were destroying the movement's 
non-political character and making 
‘un-educationa!’ demands upon the 
children and youth In Its ranks. At 
one point. Bertie Stern actually 
ordered the ‘suspension 1 of a whole 
group of “chaluts nmdrichfm pen- 
ding investigation of their ac- 
tivities." 

THE 1999 National Moetsah 
« Conference) of Habonlm made 
alterations to the official aims of 
the movement and formulated a 
platform which affirmed the 
■independence' and ‘educational 
autonomy' of Habonim as well as 
the ‘right of every member to his 
own spiritual fl.e. religious) and 
political convictions,' but also 
stnted categorically that It regard- 
ed Vftir/afr ally a as the highest 
challenge facing its members.' 

AT ITS 1959 conference, South 
African Habonlm gave expression 
to its heightened co-operation with 
other Habonlm movements in the

world, by officially changing its 
name to Ichud Habonim, and forg- 
ing a union with Habonlm In 
Australia' the South American coun- 
tries and with the Tnuah M euchedet 
I United Youth Movement) in 
Israel. 

AT ABOUT the same time, 
negotiations were initiated with two 
other South African Zionist youth 
movements with a view to unifica- 
tion. The first was Dror, the small 
junior youth movement of the by 
now defunct Zionist Socialist Youth. 
Since the graduates of Dror had 
long tended to join the Habonim 
settlers In kibbutzim such as 
Maayan Baruch and Tzora, very lit- 
tle ideological difference remained 
between the two movements, and 
unification was effected in 1950. 
Negotiations with the larger Bnel 
Zion movement lasted considerably 
longer. Bnel Zion was a General- 
Zionist movement with a con- 
siderable membership and a fine 
tradition of educational and camping 
activities. Moreover, it had onae 
maintained a hachshara and 
produced a few gnrinim (groups of 
ultra) mainly to the moshav shltufl. 


Timortm, and to Kibbutz 
Hasollelim. Unification was finally 
attained. The augmented Ichud 
Habonlm movement of South 
Africa thus entered the 1960s as by 
fnr the largest and most Important 
of the Zionist youth movements. 
Indeed, its approximately 3,600 
members constituted well over half 
of the total of organised Jewish 
youth throughout the 1960s. 

THE PIVOTAL 1969 conference of 
Habonlm had also marked a tur- 
ning point In another respeat, 
namely HRbonlm's participation in 
general Zionist affairs. Although 
long an affiliate of the Zionist Youth 
Council, HRbonim had disapproved 
of that body's politicised constitu- 
tion. Consequently, it has refused to 
tAke up its full proportion of 
ropresentatlves on that body's ex- 
ecutive, consistently deputing only 
a nominal representation of two 
persons. The 1959 Habonlm 
Conference decided to alter this 
policy on the grounds that it would 
serve Habonlm 'a work better if It 
took up its rightful position as the 
leading ZioniBt youth organisation 


in the country. This increasing in- 
volvement in general Zionist affairs 
reached its pinnacle in 1971 when, 
for the first tlmo, Ichud Habonlm 
contested the Zionist elections In 
South Africa, emerging with n 
larger ballot than that of some 
veteran senior Zionist parties such 
as the Mlzrnchl and the Labour 
Zionist Party. 

THROUGHOUT the 1960s and the 
1970s, a considerable percentage of 
Habonlm seniors continued to go to 
Israel, some In .c/uriiiirri and some 
as individuals undertaking studies 
in Israeli universities or settling as 
professionals in the towns. In this 
period they settled mainly in Kib- 
butz Ylzreel. reinforced Kibbutz 
Tzora, and joined. Kibbutz Nlr 
EUyahu. Although in the early lDflOs 
a final attempt was made nt 
hachshara training In South 
Africa, it proved shortlived. Since 
Its closure, groups to kibbutz have 
gone directly to Israel without first 
undergoing agricultural training. 

IT MAY he estimated that 
.at least sixteen per cent of the 
Jewish youth aged eight to eighteen 
have belonged to Habonlm at any 
given timo between 1948 and 1980. 

PERHAPS THE most distinctive 
aspect of Ichud Habonlm's develop- 


ment in Smith Africa was its pole- 
nnnt exposure to a society baaed on 
n system of racial discrimination 
*»»d social injustice, starkly incom- 
imtihic with the youth movement's 
values. Over the years It responded 
by developing a specifically South 
African nuance of Zionist Ideology 
authentically reflecting the 
peculiar moral dllonunns attendant 
upon life In South Africa. Its main 
thrust was that the dllcmmns were 
but a peculiar dimension Inherent 
in the vulnerability and moral 
deficiency of the (inlut condition of 
the Jews. 

CONTENDING THAT It was futile 
and counter-productive for Jews to 
venture to shape the environment 
of any Diaspora Innd into a pattern 
consistent with Jewish values, the 
Movement rojcelcd Involvement In 
ihc volatile conflict in South Africa, 
and offered the Zionist option to 
revolution i/.c one's own life through 
allya. 

AFTER FIFTY years of Habonim'i 
existence In South Africa, one 
stands awed at the enormity of this 
youth movement's influence upon 
South African Jewry and of its con- 
tribution to allya,

In consequence I nearly 
became White Eagle of something 
while my unfortunate victim 
developed an Inordinate passion for 
classical music. Of greater Impor- 
tance was the fact that our 
Mashtelah did not lose its meeting 
place in the eheder. What I missed 
most waB being able to scream -sing 
with all the others: 

Oh the boat mashtelah In the 
Habonim 

la of course that wonderful 
Afiklm; 

They are smart, they are bright. 
They are always full of fight... 


urbs and various country towns. We 
expended a tremendous amount of 
energy In crystallizing a senior 
group of madriehlm who, through 
their own social and eduaatlonal ac- 
tivities would become the dynamic 
centre of the movement. Outside of 
the movement I only remember be- 
ing terribly tlrod, I slept through 
most of my classes at the Universi- 
ty of Cape Town, I fell asleep while 
tenching a Hebrew class at the 
(Reform Shut In Qreen Point, and 
even fell asleep while chairing a 
session of Khiniu in the Zionist Hall 
in Hope street In 1961, Slmhah 
Pratt, tho Israeli Consul, was the 
guest speaker Rnd when he finished 
his presentation he had to wake me 
so that I could thank him. 


Intolerable. On the other hand we 
were mindful of the fate of Jewish 
revolutionaries elsewhere, we were 
fearful of compromising the Jewish 
community as a whole and we knew 
that our essential Zionist education 
and responsibility to Israel stood in 
(jeopardy If we became persona non 
grata. 


MORE THAN anything elee the 
oriental-like wall that ended the 
song told us that being In Shtlllm 
somehow connected us with a place 
for sway from South Africa. It was 
even more significant than 
"Desolate lies the land and 
forlorn..." So when I rejoined 
Habonlm I was no stranger to 
Afiklm and the "Song of Degrees" 
that we shouted ourselves hoarse on 
at the swimming gala or Hitcharut 
did not deviate from the accepted: 
Gedud, better, best". Habonim 
was, Indeed, streets ahead of 
scouts. There was no strain and 1 
had friends. There was Red Rover, 
devilish initiation ceremonies, 
tlyulim, machanoh and wide 
games. Later came girls and on an 
Intellectual level the first 
glimmerings of self-awareness and 
social understanding. 


SHARPEVILLE created a tremen- 
dous sense of crisis and urgency in 
all of us. Was this the beginning of 
the end? Was the Jewish communi- 
ty going to fall between the chairs 
as happened to the Jews of Algeria? 
Something had to be done — educa- 
tion towards allya had to be stepped 
up and. If uncertain times were 
looming up we had to be prepared 
to take care of ourselves and 
others. Indeed all our routine move- 
ment activities took on a new 
significance and for a while were 
informed by a deep sense of urgen- 
cy. 


WE EVENTUALLY adopted a 
policy of "eyes on, hands off.” Not 
to make our chaniehlm aware of 
what was going on around them, in 
all Its complexity, not to educate 
them to throw off their prejudices 
and to change themselves personal- 
ly, not to stand for justice and 
human equality was to lose our 
soul; it was tantamount to spiritual 
suicide. On the other hand neither 
the movement nor Its marirlcJtim, 
given our Jewish responsibilities, 
.would take a public stand on 
questions of government policy. 
Those who felt constricted by this 
.approach could seek political ex- 
pression elsewhere. 


MY PERSONAL turning point 
Icame after I saw a film on the cap- 
I tore of Elobmann. I suddenly knew 
that I had to leave university arid 
idevote myself to full-time work In 
the Movement. There was an Inner 
impulsion that I could not resist; 
for me It was an overwhelming mo- 
ment of truth. 


I REMEMBER with what 
earnestness we began to ubo words 
like "society" or ‘‘individual”, 
what dizzy power it gave one, how It 
set us off from those who were still 
only interested in their tans or test- 
match results. 1 recall with vivid 
clarity how at Somerset West 
National Maohaneh, in 195B, Giddy 
Shlmoni made us aware of what it 
meant to belong to a maligned 
minority; That slohah had 
revelatory power for me. It was not 
the facts that counted but tho abili- 
ty to make sense of what was going 
on around us or Inside of ourselves. 
It was not difficult for Joe Lucats 
(then shaliach In Cape Town) and 
the sontor madriehlm to persuade 
some 15 of us to go on the Mnolion In 
1W9. 


OUR RETURN to South Afrlon In 
January I860 Initiated a whirl of ac- 
tivity that personally oamo to an end 
m August 1963 when I left on allya, 
m that first year there was a 
Otevumfc In Claremont. We work- 
ed hara to expand t he movement 
snd to open new areas in the sub- 


AFTER HALF a year of full-time 
work In Cape Town I was appointed 
mazkir of the movement and mov- 
ed to Johannesburg where the 
KeBsel family who did not know me 
from a bar of soap, gave me a 
home and a family for nearly two 
years. 1062 was a difficult year for 
the movement: Internally we need- 
ed to cement the recent merger 
with Bnel Zion, while externally 
Israel's pro-African policies and 
anti-South African stand at the UN 
was causing the South African 
Jewish community and us, Indirect- 
ly, a lot of trouble. At the same time 
back-lash to Sharpevllle was in full 
momentum and the government 
was clamping down hard on any 
and everyone who espoused a 
liboral point of view. Thus, in addi- 
tion to our regular work (we had 
something like 4.000 active 
members at the time) we had to 
deal with the pressing challenge of 
dual loyalty, and were compelled to 
order our priorities. 


TO THOSE who Intended to make 
their future In Israel, and who 
would not be around to face the con- 
sequences of their views the 
policies they advocated were 
anyway of dubious value. We un- 
derstood that thlB resolution of the 
dilemma was far from satisfactory 
but this Imperfection served to 
strengthen our Zionism. There was 
ho way out of the bind because It 
was built Into the GFaJul situation: 
the conflict between our humanity 
and our Jewishness, between our 
general commitments and our par- 
ticular responsibilities and the 
sonse of moral debility It 
engendered were a quintessential 
expression of being an exposed 
minority — overcoming this- false 
bifurcation between Jew and 
human being was surely one of the 
major alms of Zionism.

The first meeting 


THE TERMS of the dilemma wore 
familiar to generations of senior 
madriehlm: In terms of our most 
essential values and Jewish ex- 
perience there were thlngs ^lng on 
in South Africa that were absolutely 


THE PEOPLE in and around the of- 
fice and the chevre on hachshara 
gave the movement their 
everything: Geoff Bethlehem and 
Pam Heilman, Frances Segal, Leah 
and Raymond Keasel, Dave Frank, 
Steve Asehhelm and Lelb and Cher- 
mona Golan. There was Kenneth 
who had to put up with our frantic 
disorganisation and Mrs. Heilman, 
a tower of strength always trembl- 
ing at the thought of debtors prison. 
But whatever we gave we got back 
so much more In return: a rich and 
meaningful life, friendships that 
will never fade, a practical, 
humane Idealism and a way to 
Israol. Habonim attracted and 
helped mould a certain kind of per- 
son, the kind of person who makes 
you believo that it Is all worthwhile. 
For me the movement was a taste 
of something which according to 
the books is beyond human reach. If 
l could relive my youth I would not 
have It any different. 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN Habonlm ; 
movement was born In 
Johannesburg ono night early In 
1931 when Norman Lourie, who had 
just returned from England, called 
a meeting of about ten of us, known 
to be very keen Zionists. At this 
stage I cannot swear who was pre- 
sent at this meeting. Among those I 
am certain were present were Nor- 
man Lourie, Nadia Lourie, my 
brother Colin, Louis Pineus, Leni 
Rabtnowltz, Bertie Rabin, Ruth 
Hayman, and I myself. Felix Lan- 
dau was not present, but joined 
Habonlm soon afterwards. 

NOBODY COULD be more inspir- 
ing than Norman was when he talk- 
ed about some cause he had 
adopted as a crusade. He was 
Irresistible. In the same way he 
launched Balfour Park, 
Johannesburg's major Jewish 
sports club, so he got us to share his 
obsession with Habonlm. Later, In 
Israel, he applied his imagination 
and energy to the making of films 
and the development of Western 
Galilee, hut never did os well as he 
did when getting his South African 
causes under way. 

WE, THE POTENTIAL leaders of 
gedudim. had several training 
sessions, at which Norman taught 
us to sing “Ooga, ooga, ooga" and 
to sit down with a bump, like 
kindergarten children; to dance the 
hora while bellowing, "If I am not 
for myself, who is?"; to Intone 
"Elijah the Prophet." More girls 
joined us, and we enjoyed these 
courses immensely. 

SHORTLY AFTER this, Norman, 
Leni R&blnowltz, Colin (with the 
help of Felix) and Louis Plncus 
(with my help) started gedudim 
named Trumpeldor, Hers), Judah 
Maccabeus and Ezra. These were 
strictly for boys only. Nadia Lourie 
opened a gedud for girls. 


COLIN'S gedud was one of the 
most successful. He produced some 
marvellous stage shows: one was a 
musical, "El Muaicata, the Evil 
Tomato," and another was a 
mighty drama, with the final cur- 
tain coming down on the punch line, . 
"What is a hundred years to a 
Jew?" It seems a strange theme 
now to us, who have had time press- 
ing on our backs for so many years. 


WE HAD A great debate about 
some vital matter of prlnalple — I 
am not sure what the Issue was. I 
think it was whether Habonlm 
should federate in some way with 
the Boy Scouts. I do remember that 
I differed violently with Louis Pln- 
cus about the Issue, although I can- 
not recall which side which of us 
took: In the ensuing debate, he won 
hands down, as he always won all 
his debates, although 1 know that I 
was completely in the right, 
because I am always In the right. In 
those days, living In the Diaspora, 
we took principles very seriously, 
so I dropped out of Habonlm. 


1 AM PROUD to think that that 
founding meeting produced many 
immigrants to Israel. Norman 
himself. Nadia Lourie, who became 
a journalist here. Louis. Pineus, 
architect of El Al, chairman of the 
Jewish Agency and of the W.Z.O.. 
Leni Rabinowltz, a District Court 
judge, and Felix Landau, president 
of the District Court. My brother 
Colin, the State Attorney for 
several years. Myself. And many of 
the graduates of those first 
gedudim also settled in Israel, or 
served with great distinction in 
jfahai. Norman certainly fished to 
some purpose when he called that 
first meeting.

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1947 WAS the year we moved our 
Habonlm Hachsharah from 
Bachar's farm to Northcliff and

Throe generations are living 
on the land and nearly nil our sons 
and daughters have given a year's 
pro-army service towards the 
needs of the aountry. Wc lmvc 
created a healthy sooiety bnsod on 
the principle of equality, hnving Its 
roots In Jewish history.

Haverim reminisce 


I960 as a Nahal kibbutz and la 
situated two kilometres west of the 
Arab West Bank town of Kalkllyah 
and five kilometres southwest of 
the famous Arab triangle within the 
State of Israel. The meshek was es- 
tablished as part of the settlement 
project along our long border with 
Jordan after 1948. 

THE KIBBUTZ grew within the 
first years to 100 members and 
remained at roughly that number 
until 1974 when It was decided to 
Boek "new blood" from a youth 
movement abroad. At the same 
time chaverlm In the South African 
movement wero looking for a new 
home in Israel, and the coincidence 
led to the arrival of Garin Lahav In 
1074. Garin Yc’ud followed two 
years later. 

THE LAST six years have seen a 
dramatic upswing In the fortunes of 
Nlr 'Ellyahu , which today has close 
on 200 members of whom over half 
am under the age of thirty. Today 
Nlr Ellyahu Is nn integral part of 
the South African Habonlm family 
and directs all the resources It has 
towards living up to the example 
scL by her "older sisters" — Tzora, 
Ytzroel and Ma’ayan Baruch, In 
particular.

Tew hours earlier, out of the mud. 
Standing and shivering 1 could not 
but think of the rest of my garin, 
wending their way through Europe, 
en route to Israel. Romantically we 
had named our garin, Garin Hod. 
Hod means splendour but for us It 
was amnemonic for Hagshama 
u'Drisha, realization and demand. 
The various demands we had plac- 
ed on ourselves were the fulfilment 
of Zionist Socialist Ideology and 
tenets, and through them we would 
arrive, each according to his abili- 
ty. to his own personal self- 
realization. 

DEE KAHN, YUreel 

IN THE TRANSVAAL. Lotb Golan 
and the nucleus of Garin Etgar 
were building strength and chang- 
ing the face of the Movement from 
a somewhat complacent intellec- 
tual forum to a body of dedicated, If 
not unlflod, youth. In the Cape, Ar- 
nlc Friedman together with the 
Chuhilz Chug was working along 
similar lines. At the same time, Ed- 
die and Yacl Neminoff In Durban 
were making a tremondous impact. 
They arrived In Durban In 1963, at a 
time when we were still searching 
for our Identity, evaluating our 
priorities as citizens of South 
Africa, as Jews in the Diaspora. 

FOR US vounger members of that 
first Ulpn'n Aliya Group to Tzora in 
February 190S — we who had left 
Habonlm soon after matriculation 
and before moving up into the 
higher echelons of the Movement 
hierarchy — our Aliya was a 
tremendous leap. We missed 
i something of the Movement 
[ Educational Programme and found 
ourselves realising the highest 
i Movement Ideals without going 
through the years of Hadraeha 
coupled wlth'a crystalizlng of Ideas 
i and attitudes. 

f ALL AT ONCE we were thrown into 
r the dilemma of "Movement Mifal 
[ or a new kibbutz7 Letters from the 
s South African Movoment demand- 
r cd our settling on a^ Movement 
I Mifal. We were faced -with 
i delegations from the various klb- 
\ bulzlm each with their legitimate 
i claims. There was proasure from 


the World Movement and, finally, a 
decision — to settle on Tzora. Thus 
Tzora resumed Its role aa an 
organic part of the South African 
Movement and the considerable 
South African presence adds Its 
particular flavour to what Tzora Is 
today. 

SOME HAVE LEFT, as is in- 
evitable, but a large number of 
Garin Etgar and those affiliated to 
the four groups that made Aliya 
from i960 to 1988, have remained 
and are making their mark. 

WHAT CHALLENGE can wo pre- 
sent to the South African Movoment 
today? Les and Fran Oshry leave 
for South Africa In November, to be 
the third Garin Etgar family to take 
up the post of Shaliach Merkazl In 
Johannesburg. They will make yet 
a further contribution towards 
guiding the Movement and the 
Jewish Community to Allya and the 
building of Israel. 

MIKE LEVINE, Taara 

PIONEERING IN the 1980'a!? A 
naive dream of some Idealistic 
youth movement you might say. 
Yet this is exactly what we. Garin 
Yesod, the latest bog r el tnua of 
Habonlm S.A. — intend to do. 

THE THEORY of building Israel, 
creating a better society on kibbutz, 
giving ourselves and our children to 
come a more meaningful and 
rounded life, was firmly rooted In 
our minds as we made allya. Yet 
once here we were thrown totally 
off balance. New, strange stimuli 
bombarded us — - physically, 
emotionally and psychologically. It 
took us many months to regain a 
fresh balance — we are still trying 
to stand firmly in this our chosen 
home. 

I SEE NOW a garin steadily and 
determinedly advancing towards 
Its goal — a new kibbutz — towards 
Tuval. I also see those around it — 
the people of Israel. If It Is a 
generalisation to say that far too 
many people here need a renewed 
vision, a renewed breath of hope, a 
renewed will to achieve slowly eb- 
bing ideals — I will make It! Too 
often I have heard that this is 
Israel, the reality, and that la why . 
i you are elbowed out of queues, 
bogged by bureaucracy, see Arabs 
mistreated, see kibbutzim content 
> with their lot, see leaders offering 
■ dead ends, instead Of roads to a 
i better future. See a Zionism that 
tastes stale and looks unkempt. 

i PIONEERING IN THE 1980’s!? 

YES — not only possible but essen- 
j tial! The garin going to Tuval, 
i together with chaverlm from 
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English Habonlm, two Israeli 
groups and others, hope to build a 
society. - We have chosen the 
framework of a new' kibbutz 
situated in a priority settlement 
area to create something of our own 
based on Ideals for a more humane 
and moral society, yet firmly 
rooted Ln reality. Our aim la not to 
build an island and to live there-ln, 
but rather to live there-from; to 
participate in various facets of 
Israel life; to challenge Israel — 
not only with our convictions but 
also with our actions.

THE PROBLEM waa. how to 
decide which Kibbutz to settle on? 
There we were, 25 graduates from 
South African and Australian 
Habonlm, some fresh out of Nachal, 
others recent ollm — 25 characters 
In search of a kibbutz. 

THE YEAR was 1957 and we were 
spending a year on Kibbutz Ginegar. 
Our host kibbutz. Ginegar, was 
keen to add Yizreel to the list, 
Ytzreel, a completely Sabra Kib- 
butz near the old Jordanian-West 
Bank border, waa in a bad 
economic and social position and 
the members of Ginegar saw In us 
reinforcements. But Yizreel didn't 
fit our criterion: It was not an 
Anglo-Saxon kibbutz. The children 
did not sleep with their parents and 
Ytzreel was nowhere near the seal 
To add to all this the "super- 
Sabras" of Yizreel were not in the 
least interested in us. 

NEEDLESS TO SAY, we decided to 
settle on Yiarcel. The culture shock 
for both the Sabras and the Anglo- 
Saxons caused many to leave, but 
the "marriage" began to work. A 
few mixed marriages between some 
of the boys of Garin "Alon" of South 
African Habonlm (which joined 
yizreel ln 1963) and girls from a 
new Israeli garin, helped. 

IT IS DIFFICULT to imagine the 
Yizreel of 1958 with Its wooden 
prefabs and muddy roads. The 
Yizreel of today with its 70 South 
Africans, sophisticated electronics 
industry, advanced agriculture, 
presents a very different picture. 
Yizreel has continued to maintain 
contact with South African 
Habonlm through the many groups 
of madrichim from the movement 
who have spent periods working on • 
the kibbutz, or through groups of 
movement ollm who have - spent 
their first six months in the country 
studying Hebrew at Ylsroel's 
Ulpan. Ten Yisreel families have 
been aJkffcfclm for Sooth African 
Habonlm since 1958 in Cape Town. 
Port . Elizabeth, Johannesburg and 
Rhodesia. And no less Important la 
.. the contact forged through the 
many: South Africans who have 
family on the kibbutz and for whom 
Yizreel is a second home.

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RICH EXPERIENCES 



Those early days 
really were good 


LOOKING THROUGH the hun- 
dreds of photographs sent In by 
chaverlm tor the exhibition, my 
mind becomes awash with 
nostalgic reminiscences of the 
"good old days.”- Trying to look 
back as objectively as possible, my 
conclusion is that they wore 
definitely "good old days." 

HARKING BACK to those days, I 
wish to dwell on two of those rich 
experiences. The first one is Gedud 
Trumpeldor — the founding gedud 
of Habonlm S. A, , 'of which I was for- 
tunate to bo a member during the 
early and mid forties. Gedud 
Trumpeldor was well established in 
the little back room of the Doorn- 
fontein Oheder, though we were 
always at loggerheads with the 
Oheder Shammes, who berated us 
non-stop about the racket we made. 

THE IMPRESSION that stands out 
la that of tho opening ceremony. 
How our Rok . s and Softs got us 
Doornfonteln rogues to stand quiet- 
ly for this coremony la a mystery, 
but perhaps the chance to outshout 
the rival kvuteat with our warcry 
had something to do with It. During 
that period the Gedud Trumpeldor- 
Gedud Macabl rivalry was at Us 
height. The rivalry had its roots In 
schools (Athlone vs. K.B.S.), sub- 
urbs (Doornfonteln vs. Yeovllle, 
Observatory) and "classes” (work- 
ing va. bourgeousle?). 

ONE ASPECT of this rivalry stands 
out vividly (with a chuckle) in my 
mind. The annual Hitcharut. Most 
gedudim would role up with illegal 
pre-fab gadgets (the argument 
rages on!); but Gedud Trumpeldor 
boys considered the moat Important 
part to be... '‘graze." Let me ex- 
plain: Doornfonteln at that time 
had begun to break up as a Jewish 
Ghetto, as the Jews moved north. 
But Belt Street, with Its numerous 
delicatessen and butcher shops, 
was still the mecca of Jewish 
gourmets for all South Africa. The 
influence of Beit Street was ob- 
viously not lost on Gedud 
Trumpeldor.. Hence at every 
SlicAarui the fire and cooking, be- 
ing the first priority, were 
delegated to the best Bone, while all 
other activities were considered 
secondary. Our problem was tq 
keep all the madrichlm from 
"marking". our stew. 

LAST YEAR I made a pilgrimage 
up Belt Street. The dangihg, sway- 


ing trams that once ran there are no 
more. A few famous delicatessen 
and butchery shops still stand, but 
Yiddish* Yen tea frequent them no 
more. Instead their daughters and 
granddaughters arrive in cars to 
help maintain their Jewish identity. 
The Doornfonteln Oheder still 
stands — a silent, boarded up 
warehouse, showing no indication 
of the role it played as the 
springboard of S.A. Habonim. 

THE SECOND experience la that of 
Hachshara. The Idea and need tor 
Hachshara which arose in Europe 
before World War II, caxne through 
to S.A. in the early 40's with 
Balfourta. I think there can be no 
argument that the peak period was 
reached with Brits, both for what it 
gave to Ha.chshara.niks and the 
movement. Here for the first time 
for a continuous, sustained period, 
we gat the taste of manual labour, 
in our return to the Land — the in- 
version of Borochov's famous 
triangle. This sounds like a cliche , 
b.ut for us it was a deadly serious 
business and though we reaelvcd 
some grudging support from the 
Federation, we had to earn our 
keep in order to survive. To fall 
would mean a disgrace to our 
honour and the CAaluiric Ideal. Our 
success was a ' "feather" in the 
movement beret. 

FOR THE MOVEMENT, 
Hachshara became a focal point of 
activity, especially for SAIrAvaf 
Hashomrim. Hare they could see 
some of the theory being Im- 
plemented. In short — we roughed 
It but we had a “ball." The subse- 
quent demise and closure o'f 
Hachshara in the mid-fifties, as the 
movement had to bow to the 
progress of Zionism and the needs 
of Israel, (get the Aliya over!) was 
a sorry event. I'm sure that 
Hachshara's absence left a gaping 
hole in the eduaatlonal and social 
life of the movement. 

THERE IS NO turning the clock 
back, but a warm glow aomes over 
me, when I think of the early- 
morning milking, picking tobacco, 
or Bleeping at the flu-barns during 
tobacco curing season. 

PERHAPS OUR Afrikaner 
neighbours gave us the ultimate 
compliment. They called us "Die 
And ere Joode” (The other Jews).

A new community is built 
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IN 1947 & 1948, the years Im- 
mediately preceding the birth of the 
State of Israel, with the War of 
Independence determining the out- 
come of the Jewish National Home, 
Habonlm leaders from all the 
provinces of South Afrlaa began 
their hachshara at Northallfff near 
Johannesburg. Already in that 
period, Aliya Bet was In full swing. 
Every few days somebody else 
would be missing on hachshara. 
Nobody asked questions; nobody 
knew for sure. No ceremonies, no 
goodbyes.. They simply dis- 
appeared after a briefing from "our 
man" at the 8.A. Zionist Federa- 
tion. 

THOSE EARLY ollm from 
Northdlff together with an Israeli 
ffflritt from Tnua Meuohedet, and 
South African Second World War 
veterans set up a new kibbutz at the 
foot of Mount Hermoii, Ma'ayan 
Baruch. 

AT THE BEGINNING of 1B49, with 
Israel an tndependont State, It was 
at last possible to talk of organizing 
Aliya for the chahitzim of toe youth 
movements. At a huge farewell 
gathering at the Coronation Hall In 
Johannesburg, 43 ohalutuim, 
representing all the South African 
youth movements, emotionally 
bade farewell to South Africa. In 
March 1949, twenty chavgrim from 
Habonim followed, leaving from 
Parmletfonteln airport. As South 
Africa had not yet recognised Israel 
we travelled on passports marked 
"Destination Europe." 

THE FLIGHT took three days with 
us sleeping over at Nairobi and 
Port Sudan, and coming down 
every few hours for re-fuelling, at 
small anonymous air strips . in 
Africa. Wc finally arrived at Lod 
airport to be met by Lelb Golan 
from Ma'ayan Baruch. 

WE WERE VERY aware of our 
commitment to find a kibbutz for 
hachshara, that would fit our 
movement's definition of "non- 
■political.!; Sa'adia Gelb, from Kfar 
Blum, at! the time Secretary of the 
Habonim Movement, has since 
described our group as "suspicious 
and naive." It must be admitted 
tpat-we gave him a rough few days. 
After hours of endless discussion, 
crowded together In a little room at 
the Hotel Monopol In Tel Aviv, it 
was deoidqd that we would reaeive 
ft vary good training at Kibbutz 
Afiklm , and that the tneskek would 
respect bur movement ldentity. Our 
chaverlm who had settled At 
Ma'ayan Baruoh were bitterly dis- 
appointed that their hopes for 'rein- 
forcements were riot to be realized. 
MEANWHILE WE felt the most im- 


portant thing was to decide our own 
future, and eagerly awaited the 
arrival of Garin "B , consisting of 
20 chaverlm completing futchshara 
at Brltz, and. who joined us in 
March 1960. Some of us had become 
attached to the Gall], the 
Capetonians in the group wanted a 
kibbutz on the seacoast, while our 
madrichim quietly whispered that 
we must find a kibbutz with a 
strong chevra. If we wished to fulfil 
our commitment to set up a centre 
for South African Habonlm. After 
long, emotional and tonse dis- 
cussions, we opted for Tzora. 
BEFORE COMING to Tzora, 
however, we completed our army 
service in the first Nahal Unit. We 
were stationed at the Allenby 
Barracks in Jerusalem, which 
enabled us to make short visits to 
Tzora where the main attractions 
at the time were hot water showers, 
and the bustanim of figs and grapes. 
THE DIFFICULTIES and " 
hardships of the early years were 
not the simple and primitive con- 
ditions of our everyday life, tho laak 
of water, eleotrlaity and toilet 
facilities. Nor did the tents and 
muddy floors, the leaking roofs of 
our baby house, tho washing and 
cooking over primus stoves, 
dampen the spirits of our ohaverim. 
We had expected thosdPBut what 
bothered us whs the gradual 
realization that the Ideals and 
social values we had so carefully 
evolved In the Movement, were not 
so easily put into practice in day-to- 
day living on a young, struggling 
kibbutz with limited resources and 
experience. 

A CERTAIN questioning set in. 


Some eftnuertm became concerned 
about individual aalf-expresslon, 
about the kibbutz style of baby 
care. Differences of opinion 
cropped up regarding kibbutz 
priorities. Our Israeli chaverlm 
were usually more pragmatic. Our 
group was still "addicted" to 
Habonim principles and so.'as was 
Inevitable, over the years members 
of Habonlm loft. 

BUT EVEN during those soul- 
searching and unstable years, 
Tzora retained its commitment to 
Habonlm. The Movement continued 
to send Its Mnchon, Hachshara and 
iflpnn Hachshara. groups to Tzora, 
and since 1 BBB wo have sent a con- 
tinuous stream of shliohim to South 
Africa. These on-going links have 
enabled us to absorb the South 
African Garin from Neot Mordeoai 
In 1956, and Garin Elgar botwoen 
1908-1968. 

THE TZORA of today is very 
different from that initial settle- 
ment of wooden pro-fabs huddled at 
the foot of tho hill. While our growth 
as an agricultural and economic en- 
tity has boon one of many trials and 
orrors, tho feeling of community on 
Tzora hns always remained very 
Btrong, and Ima onnbled us to come 
into our own as a vibrant anfl 
progressive society. 

OUR CHILDREN and grand- 
children hnvo boon born hers. 
They are tho continuing gonaraUon 
and wo hope wo have instilled in 
thorn some of those social ana 
educational values that we received 
from our madrichim In Habonlm.

Then were smart fn Meir’a time 


We dreamed a dream 


WE WERE ft goncratlon that grew 
up in the Second World War, too 
young to fight, but greatly influenc- 
ed by that terrible period — the wip- 
ing out of 8.000.000 Jews and the 
near extinction of freedom and 
democracy. 

FOLLOWING THE war we were 
witness to the "great come-back." 
culminating In the War of 
Independence and the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel. Those 
of us who joinod Habonim. be- 
came Involved In a Youth Move- 
ment being Increasingly influenced 
by Jewish national and world 
events. This led to a transition of 
the youth movement from one of a 
scouting heritage content to ono 
demanding peraonal commitment 
to one's self, one's nation. Habonim 
was to us an endless succession of 
Intense discussions, lectures, 
seminars, camps, hikes, leadership 
training courses, choirs, dance 
groups, sports, education of 
younger nge groups, publications 
and conferences. And above nil. to 
answer the challenge by living out 
the values wc believed In. 

THUS WE DREAMED a dream. 
Some of us droamed of ntiya to 
Israel to fulfill our Idoals by Bottling 
on klbbuts, or moshav. Othors saw 
their fulfilment through aliya to 
the cities. Some saw Israel as a 
"light unto the Nations" based on 
the Ideas of tho Prophets; others 
flaw aooioty based on ideas of Marx- 
ism. whilst others saw It anchored 
on a basis of social democracy. All 
of us saw Israel as n permanent 
homo for the JqwIbU people. 

WE HAD YET another dronm: to 
create a Youth Movement with a 


lop-rate educational system. "How 
Rhould we educate?" was the cen- 
tral theme of our deliberations. 
How should we throw out the 
challengo of Chalutziut of Aliya? 
There were those who believed In 
"complete objectivity" — allowing 
the youth to decide their own 
futures. Others believed in presen- 
ting the ideas from an early age In 
the strongest terms, and there were 
those who believed in presenting 
the challenge of Israel, of Aliya and 
of Chalutziut. by educating through 
analysis, not blind acceptance. 
Following on this, we dreamt of, 


youth movement. We believed in' 
our own leadership rising from the 
membership, democratically rul- 
ing the Movement. 

WE DREAMED a dream of new 
relations between man and man, 
and man and woman. We tried to 
live a life of values based on truth, 
sincerity, simplicity, service to 
followmon, and identification with 
the Jewish people with Israel as Its 
centra. 

TODAY, FROM the generation of 
1040 — 1956 there are thousands in 
Israel, settled on kibbutzim, and 
moBhavIm, and in the country as a 
whole — active In building tourism, 
nuclear physics, medicine, den- 
tiat'rv. journalism, sports, educa- 
tion.' sociology. the Jewish Agency, 
Insurance, real estate. Industrial 
and agricultural research. 

LOOKING BACK over the years, 
wc see some of our dreams realis- 
ed. Some are faded. Only history 
will be the final Judge.
